MORE PROTESTS 
SENT TO GERMANY 


ON U-BOAT PLAN

identical notes protesting against the 
naval measures taken by Germany 
and Austria-Hungary and making all 
reservations regarding the loss of 
life and the material damage result- 
ing. 


The following official communica- 


tion has been issued: 
' On Tuesday, the 13th 
instant, 


the Danish, Norwegian and Swedish 
governments handed to the German 
ministers in their respective capi- 
tals notes identical in tenor protest- 
ing against the barring of certain 
sea zones announced by Germany 
and Austria. The note begins by re- 
calling the fact that during the war 
the governments have several times 
round themselves obliged to formu- 
late against serious infringements of 
the rights of neutrals involved by 
measures of various belligerent pow- 
ers. 
It then emphasizes the 
fact 


that the governments, whose actions 
on these various occasions were as 
always inspired by the spirit of the 
most perfect local impartialatv. con- 
fined themselves to defending the 
absolute rights of neutrals. 


After pointing out that 53ie gov- 


«rnmenits have on previous occasions 
•protested asainst measures of bel- 
ligerents tending lo restrict the free 
use of the seas by neutrals, the note 
proceeds to emphasize that the gov- 
ernments on this occasion are all 
the more bound to maintain, in tak- 
ing the same point of •view, that the 
obstacles placed in ibe way of neu- 
tral navigation ar<> now more consid- 
erable, in both extent and gravity. 
"The note draws attention io th« 


fact tbat tbe only rules of interna- 
tional law which might bp invoked in 
support of measures having as tb^ir 
object? tbe prevention of all 
com- 


merce and all navication with tbe 
^nemy are those relating to a naval 
blockade."

sources today that there had been 
no change 111 the policy of the.gayr 
eminent up to present time and that 
none is in immediate prospect. 


The accumulation of incidents in- 


volving 
violations 
of

rights since the diplomatic break 
with Germany is generally believed 
by administration officials 
to 
be 


hastening the approach of the hour 
when the president again will so be- 
fore congress. 


The re-detention of the seventy- 


two Americans brought in on the 
prize ship Yarrowdale is regarded as 
another acute indication of 
Ger- 


many's disregard of American rights. 
If, in fact, a vigorous protest has 
not already gone forward it will be 
sent in the near future unless Ger- 
many promptly releases the men. 


A 
definite 
sentiment 
gained 


ground in administration quarters 
that an accumulation of acts indi- 
cating a disregard 
for 
American 


rights will have as much to do with 
shaping the policy of the 
United 


States as any overt acts which may- 
be 
committed 
against 
American 


ships. 


While it has been indicated at the 


state department that there can be 
no legal objection to the government 
furnishing guns to American mer- 
chant ships President Wilson is un- 
derstood to be disinclined to take 
any step which might give Germany 
the slightest ground for throwing 
responsibility for any future trouble 
upon the United States. 
This was 


the government's attitude today al- 
though it was admitted that there 
always was possibiliy of change, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 


Reports of the piling up of freight 


destined to Europe, that temporary 
shutting down of grain elevators and 
other evidences of the effect of the 
new submarine campaign upon neu- 
tral commerce are regarded as part 
of the accumulation of aggravations 
which arc expected to lead to ac- 
tion. 


So far the government has re- 


ceived nothing official to indicate 
any change of submarine policy by 
Germany and can only believe that 
American lives or ships may be sac- 
rificed at any moment-

The Corner Ranch is owned by the 


Palomas Land and Cattle company. 
C. K. Warren of Three Oaks, Mich., 
is one of the principal stockholders 
in the company. 


-Ten- dead horses were found on 


the ranch after the Mexicans had 
raided it and a large quantity of sup- 
plies, ranch stock and other prop- 
erty was taken.

M., but which is owned by American 
cattlemen.

Berlin, Feb. 13, via London, Feb. 


14. — An 
appeal to Americans 
in 


Germany not to become alarmed and 
to conduct their business as usual is 
contained in the weekly bulletin of 
the American Association of Com- 
merce and Trade, an 
organization 


representing American business in 
this country. 
The bulletin says in 


part: 


"Americans 
resident in Germany 


should always bear in mind during 
the present war that reports and in- 
formation reaching Germany must 
pass for the greater 
part 
through 


cables and censorships of nations 
waging war on Germany. It is -not 
to be supposed that these 
nations 


will permit 
favorable 
reports 
to 


reach the ears of Americans residing 
in Germany or countries allied with 
Germany. 
We 
say 
without

slightest hesitation that reports of 
every natur# must be taken with a 
grain of salt. We cannot know def- 
initely what the situation is and cer- 
tainly cannot know the intentions 
of those who arc at present at the

United States.

they dc not desire war with any na- 
tion in the world, and certainly the 
traditional friendship of more than 
KM) years between Germanj and the 
United States is a good 
guarantee.

When members of a family have 


reco\ered from an attack of Scarlet 
Fever, Diphtheria or other 
contag- 


ious disease, the house must be fum- 
igated and disinfected before it is 
occupied by others. 
Even so n is 


necessary to 
clean 
and 
disinfect 


quarters which were occupied 
by 


livestock while suffering with a con- 
tagious disease, 
before 
restocking 


with healthy animals. 
It requires 


more care in disinfecting a barn than 
in fumigating a house because of the 
accumulations of litter and dirt. 


Nature's great disinfectant is fresh 


air and sunlight. 
The infection is 


harbored and its vitality maintained 
in dark, ill-ventilated stables, under 
leaky floors, in manure and 
litter, 


in corners and crevices where sun- 
light cannot penetrate. 
Where dis- 


eased animals are properly isolated, 
final disinfection is easily? accomp- 
lished. 


In order to cover conditions which 


may prevail on different farms, we 
will assume that the owner pays but 
little attending to his hogs; that he 
does not .notice any sick until 
he 


finds one or more dead animals and 
a large number diseased; that the 
hogs had access to hog stable and 
lot, manure pile, straw stock and a 
pasture field with 
mud 
wallows. 


This is an extreme case but not an 
uncommon one. 


Before proceeding with 
disinfec- 


tion of premises, proper disposition 
must be made of dead animals and 
sick hogs isolated as explained 
in 


previous articles. 


The secret of efficient disinfection 


is thoroughness. 
Nothing should be 


taken for granted. Thorough clean- 
ing is absolutely necessary to effi- 
cient disinfection. It should be done 
systematically in a manner somewhat 
as follows: 


Haul out all manure and spread 


on field exposed to the sun. 
Cut 


down around the outside of straw 
stacks and sweep up all cobs, bed-- 
dins and litter of every description, j 
and burn. 
Take up three or four] 


inches of dirt under fences, which, 
if made of rails, should be re-Mint 
with bottom rails on top. The loca- 
tion of the hog lot should be chang- 
ed for a season, if possibly, and the 
old lot covered with freshly slaked 
lime and either plowed or left 
ex- 


posed to the sun for a season, with 
occasional harrowing.

The assumption that the Senate must 
be consulted on a new policy is an 
error, constitutionally and in prac- 
tise. 
Treaties can oe ratified only 


on the advice of the Senate by a two- 
thirds vote; but a new policy goes 
far before treaties come. — From

E. Williams, executor, vs. the 
New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Co. This was also the first 
damage suit brought in this county 
under the provision of the Interstate 
Commerce act. The plaintiff sought 
to recover damages in the sum or 
§15,000 as recompense for the acci- 
dental death of William Corder. who 
was killed in March 1914 in an ac- 
cident at the New York Central coal 
dock in East Fultonham.
